y i mine  conditions  prevailed  in  certain 
parts  of  Southern  Russia  in  1947.  TTiere 
ws*  little  rain  in  1946.  There  were  ru¬ 
mors  that  before  the  end  of  1947  five 
million  people  starved  to  death.  Many 
ia  Russia  expected  the  Western  powers 
would  attack  the  Soviet  Union  in  1947. 
Some  who  were  hostile  to  the  Soviets 
inside  Russia  were  prepared  to  help  by 
aabotage  the  invaders  they  expected. 

In  1948  the  Soviets  began  to  liquidate 
certain  “sects  ”  Preachers  from  Je¬ 
hovah's  Witnesses  and  from  Pentecostal 
group  were  arrested  and  thrown  into 
prison.  They  were  never  seen  after- 
wsrds.  But  Orthodox  churches  had  a 
legal  standing  and  were  not  forbidden. 
The  same  was  true  of  the  Baptist-Evan¬ 
gelical  Christian  churches.  But  some 
restrictions  were  laid  upon  the  churches 
which  were  allowed  to  exist.

Columbia  Police  Charged 
With  'Terrorism"  By  NAE 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  — <RNS>— 
Charges  of  police  terrorism  against  a 
Protestant  missionary  in  Colombia  were 
made  public  here  by  the  National  As¬ 
sociation  of  Evangelical*. 

According  to  a  statement  issued  by  Dr. 
Clyde  W.  Taylor,  secretary  of  affairs 
for  the  NAE,  the  Rev.  William  Easton, 
a  British  clergyman  serving  with  aa 
American  mission  organization,  was 
seized  in  the  town  of  Mariquita,  Colom¬ 
bia,  on  June  16,  and  submitted  to  in¬ 
dignities  and  torture  by  police. 

Dr.  Taylor  said  three  policemen  en¬ 
tered  a  chapel  where  Mr.  Easton  was 
conducting  a  service  as  a  missionary  of 
the  Worldwide  Evangelistic  Crusade, 
which  has  headquarters  in  Chicago,  and 
beat  him  on  the  head  with  rifle  butts. 

“He  and  two  native  helpers,’*  .Dr. 
Taylor  declared,  “were  then  marched 
as  prisoners  through  the  streets,  bleed¬ 
ing,  bruised  and  with  tattered  clothing. 
In  the  police  barracks  they  forced  to 
strip,  and  their  nude  bodies  were  re¬ 
peatedly  kicked  and  beaten  with  clubs 
and  leather  straps.” 

NAE  spokesman  said  Mr.  Easton  prob¬ 
ably  owed  his  life  to  the  intervention 
of  other  British  subjects,  who,  hearing 
of  the  treatment  given  the  evangelist, 
rushed  to  police  headquarters  and  pro¬ 
tested. 

“It  is  very  strange,"  Dr.  Taylor  add¬ 
ed,  “that  higher  police  officials  dis¬ 
claimed  any  authorization  of  the  arrest 
and  stated  that  the  chapel  could  open 
again  immediately.”

NEW  YORK— Membership  in  religious 
bodies  of  the  United  States  increased 
3.56  per  cent  last  year  to  a  new  high 
of  85,705,280,  according  to  statistics  conn- 
piled  here  by  the  Ohirstian  Herald. 

The  rate  of  gain  was  more  than  dou¬ 
ble  the  167  per  cent  growth  of  th* 
general  American  population  in  1950, 
and  brought  church  membership  to  a 
record  55.9  per  cent  of  the  people.  Tho 
survey  does  not  include  members  out¬ 
side  continental  United  States. 

Protestant  groups  reported  a  net  gain 
of  1,409,045,  or  2.89  per  cent,  to  a  new 
total  of  50,063,868  members.  Roman 
Catholics  increased  3.1  per  cent,  or  859,- 
784,  to  a  membership  of  28,470,092  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Christian  Herald  pointed  out,  how¬ 
ever,  that  while  Catholics  count  chil¬ 
dren  in  their  membership  totals,  most 
Protestant  denominations  do  not.  It  sug¬ 
gested  that  for  comparison  “either  ap¬ 
proximately  25  per  cent  should  be  de¬ 
ducted  from  the  Catholic  figure,  or  at 
least  20  per  cent  added  to  the  P ro¬ 
tes*  nt  figure.”  (Editor's  Not*:  Meet 
daily  paper*  that  carried  this  article 
deleted  the  above  paragraph. 

Of  the  total  church  population  of  tho 
country,  585  per  cent  was  said  to  b# 
protestant,  33.2  per  cent  Roman  Cath¬ 
olic,  and  8.3  per  cent  belonging  to  other 
religious  groups. 

Among  Protestant  denominations,  th* 
phristian  Herald  survey  showed  th# 
Methodist  Church  still  in  first  place  with 
8,935,647.  The  second-place  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  was  characterized  a* 
“the  fastest  growing  deoominstion  in 
the  United  States,”  with  an  increase  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  of  318,624,  as  compared

BLANSHARD'S  NEW  BOOK 
DESERVES  WIDE  READING 

Protestants  inclined  to  discount  the 
Catholic  menace  in  the  United  States 
Aould  read  COMMUNISM,  DEMOC¬ 
RACY,  AND  CATHOLIC  POWER  by 
Paul  Blanshard — the  book  has  sold  180,-

AND  CATHOLIC  POWER.  Blanshard 
wrote  COMMUNISM,  DEMOCRACY, 
AND  CATHOLIC  POWER  to  distinguish 
between  Catholicism  as  a  religion  and 
Catholicism  as  an  organization.  He  shows 
the  system  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  as  s  system  of  power  bent  on 
domination  just  as  the  totalitarian  states. 
He  attacks  its  traditional  anti-demo¬ 
cratic  policies,  the  corruption  in  govern¬ 
ment  where  it  has  been  allied  with  the 
state,  the  vague  promises  to  never  des¬ 
troy  freedom  in  America  and  yet  its 
constant  effort  to  wash  sway  the  founda¬ 
tions  of  democracy. 

Mr.  Blanshard  dwells  at  length  to  con¬ 
trol  the  thoughts  of  men.  He  exposes 
its  censorship,  its  boycotts  and  the  like 
to  shut  down  criticism — and  efforts  to 
suppress  his  books  might  be  added  as 
examples  of  intolerance.

SINAI  IS  NO  WILDERNESS 
ASSERTS  DR.  GREENE 

By  DR.  W.  E.  GREENE 

Today  we  are  going  to  ahare  tome  tf 
our  experiences  of  the  Sinai  trip.  The 
trip  last  week  left  us  un usually  tired  and 
even  though  we  had  not  as  yet  spent  a 
full  night  in  bed  we  were  anxious  to 
leave  in  our  taxi  for  Sues  and  Sinai.  The 
first  part  of  the  trip  was  across  the  lower 
Nile  Valley  or  the  upper  part  of  the 
Land  of  Goshen.  Because  the  Nile  has 
built  up  a  great  delta  section  beyond  the 
della  section  of  the  Bible  it  was  hard  for 
as  to  know  exactly  where  Goshen  was. 
We  crossed  at  least  a  small  part  of  R. 
We  arrived  at  Sues  in  the  afternoon.  The 
Suez  crossing  was  without  incident.  How¬ 
ever,  just  as  soon  as  ail  of  the  taxis 
were  on  the  other  side  a  very  dense  sand 
storm  came  up.  We  traveled  in  the  sand 
storm  for  some  eight  hours. 

Immediately  after  the  crossing  of  Sues 
we  came  to  the  waters  of  Marsh.  We  ex¬ 
pected  to  drink  of  the  waters  of  Marsh 
but  we  were  disappointed  because  the 
spring  was  stagnant. 

We  traveled  along  the  borders  of  (be 
Red  Sea  until  ten  o’clock  that  night, 
when  we  came  to  a  British  Magnesium 
camp.  When  we  got  to  the  place  where 
we  were  to  stay  we  found  five  beds  for 
the  party  of  twenty.  The  women  got  the 
beds!  The  men  slept  on  a  type  of  scatter 
rug  placed  on  the  bare  cement  floor  with 
our  over  night  bags  under  our  heads.  Wa 
were  so  tired  that  we  slept  very  soundly. 
After  a  very  quick  breakfast  of  sand¬ 
wiches  we  loaded  in  the  taxies  again  to 
travel  some  seven  hours  before  reaching 
Sinai.  The  roads  were  mere  trails  through 
the  desert.  The  wilderness  mentioned  ia 
the  Bible  was  not  a  wilderness  at  alL 
We  were  told  that  a  translation  of  the 
word  that  was  used  in  the  Bible  meant 
"Place  without  inhabitant"  rather  thaa 
a  "wilderness.”  The  Desert  of  Sinai  is 
as  much  a  desert  as  Sahara  of  Egypt 
or  the  Death  Valley  of  California.  Much 
time  was  spent  in  actual  pushing  and 
pulling  of  the  cars  out  of  the  sand  beds. 
About  ten  o'clock  that  morning  we  came 
to  a  place  that  was  supposed  to  have 
been  the  Rock  of  Rephidim.  Instead  of 
Rephidim  being  a  mountain,  as  I  had 
expected,  it  was  a  huge  rock.  We  were 
given  no  assurance  that  this  was  the 
Rephidim  of  the  Bible.  Except  for  a  few 
British  soldiers  and  a  goat  or  two  there 
were  very,  very  few  signs  of  life. 

We  arrived  at  the  traditional  moun¬ 
tain  of  Sinai  in  the  afternoon.  Though 
we  were  very  tired,  the  party  insisted 
on  climbing  the  mountain.  About  three 
o’clock  the  entire  party  started  up.  Ws 
climbed  until  almost  dsrk.  When  I  saw 
that  we  were  going  to  be  caught  in  the 
mountains  after  dark  I  turned  back.  Most 
of  the  party  went  to  the  top.  We  sent 
lights  and  guides  back  up  the  mountain 
to  assist  those  who  went  on  to  the  top. 
After  eating  a  very  late  supper  we  went 
to  bed  about  ten  o’clock.  Our  first  night 
of  sleep  in  a  bed  in  an  entire  week! 

Monday  morning  we  toured  the  Mon¬ 
astery.  The  most  interesting  thing  about 
the  monastery  was  its  ancient  library. 
The  Sinaitic  manuscript  was  found  la 
the  monastery  at  Sinai.  We  were  ahown 
where  Count  Tichendorf  found  the  an¬ 
cient  manuscript.  I  think  it  was  in  about 
1849  when  Count  Tichendorf  toured 
Sinai.  He  was  given  a  room  by  the  Monks 
and  then  given  a  few  scrap  pieces  of 
paper  with  which  to  start  *  fire.  Being 
a  Greek  Scholar  he  was  able  to  detect 
the  age  of  the  writings  on  the  paper,  for 
the  writings  were  in  uncials  or  capitals. 
Instead  of  using  the  paper  to  build  a  fire 
be  stored  it  away  and  began  to  negotiate 
for  the  entire  manuscript.  The  native 
Monks  became  suspicious  and  it  j* as

II.  Restore  or  Bishops  or  Shepherds. 

Christian  history  tells  us  that  James, 
half  brother  of  Jesus,  became  pastor  of 
the  church  in  Jerusalem  just  before  the 
middle  of  the  first  century.  Paul  tells  us 
how  pastors  were  elected  (by  raising  the 
hand  cheriotoneo)  in  the  churches  plant¬ 
ed  by  him  and  Barnabaa  on  the  first 
missionary  tour  (Acts  14:23).  He  also 
tells  Titus  (Titus  1:5-9)  and  Timothy 
(lTim.  3:1-7)  that  the  churches  of  Crete 
and  Asia  must  be  manned  by  pure.  Con¬ 
secrated,  and  competent  pastors  or  bis¬ 
hops.  He  knew  that  the  pastors,  then  as 
now,  are  the  key  men,  to  lead  the  chur¬ 
ches  so  that  Christ's  program  may  be 
put  over. 

III.  Associations  or  Conventions. 

The  smaller  bodies  of  messengers  from 
churches  are  called  associations.  The 
term  “convention,’’  except  in  Kentucky, 
Illinois,  Maryland,  Missouri,  and  Vir¬ 
ginia  applies  to  the  state  bodies,  and  also 
to  the  body  of  the  messengers  from  the 
whole  territory  of  the  convention.  Is 
there  a  scriptural  warrant  for  such 
bodies?  Tbs  first  association  or  conven¬ 
tion  was  held  in  Jerusalem  in  New  Testa¬ 
ment  times.  It  was  the  convention  (gath¬ 
ering  of  messengers)  to  settle  the  pro- 
blem  of  circumcision  and  determine  how 
the  missionary  program  amoog  Jews  and 
Gentiles  was  to  be  carried  out  Paul, 
Barnabas  and  Titus  wore  messengers 
from  the  church  at  Antotch.  “I  went  sp 
again  to  Jerusalem  with  Barnabaa,  tak¬ 
ing  Titus  also  along  with  me”  (Gal.  2:1). 
James,  pastor  of  the  church,  Peter,  and 
John  were  the  messengers  representing 
the  church  at  Jerusalem  (GaL  2:9). 
Only  two  churches  had  messengers  at 
this  convention;  but  200  years  ago  many 
of  our  Baptist  associations  and  conven¬ 
tions  had  only  a  very  few  churches  re¬ 
presented. 

IV.  Boards,  or  Standing  Committees. 

The  Co-operative  Program  is  carried 

on  through  standing  committees,  some¬ 
times  called  boards.  In  it  scriptural  to 
have  these  boards  or  atanding  com¬ 
mittees  to  administer  the  finances  of 
our  colossal  missionary,  educational,  and 
eleemosynary  program?  Yes,  we  can 
find  the  first  rudimentary  board,  ar 
finance  committee,  right  here  in  our 
New  Testament.  In  2  Corinthians  8-U 
we  find  Titus  as  the  first  member  (chair¬ 
man)  of  this  New  Testament  boardj  la 
2  Corinthians  8:12-12,  the  second  mem¬ 
ber  of  it  ia  "the  brother  whose  praise 
in  the  gospel  is  spread  through  all  tbs 
churches;  and  not  only  an,  but  who  was 
also  appointed  by  the  churches  to  travel 
with  us  in  tha  matter  of  this  grace"  (the 
vast  fund  being  collected  from  all  the 
churches  for  suffering  Christians  in  Ju¬ 
daea  and  to  cement  the  Jewish  and 
Gentile  wings  of  Christianity),  “which  in 
ministered  by  us  to  the  glory  of  the 
Lord."  Here  ia  mentioned  the  third 
member  of  the  financial  board:  “Our 
brother,  whom  we  have  many  times 
proved  earnest  in  many  things”  (2  Cor. 
8:22).  In  the  next  verse  (23)  be  calls 
these  three  members  of  this  commit¬ 
tee  "the  messengers  of  the  churches, 
they  are  the  glory  of  Christ”  Verses 
20  and  21  give  us  Paul's  motive  for  thus 
handling  the  Lord's  “bounty”  or  fund, 
“avoiding  this,  that  any  man  should 
blame  us  in  the  matter  of  this  bounty 
.  .  .  for  we  take  thought  for  things  hoo- 
orable."  The  great  apostle  thought  this 
method  of  handling  large  sums  of  money 
for  the  kingdom  waa  tha  safest  and  most 
“honorable."  Is  it  not  so  today?  By  and 
far  it  has  proved  to  be  so. 

V.  Executive  Secretaries. 

In  New  Testament  times  we  find  the 
twelve  and  later  Barnabas  and  Paul 


also  called  apostles  (Agts  14:14).  But 
the  apostolic  age  closed  with  the  fi^st 
century,  in  the  New  Testament,  Peter 
is  the  secretary  for  missions  among  ihe 
Jews  while  Paul  held  the  same  position 
for  missions  among  the  Gentiles.  “James 
and  Cephas  (Peter)  and  John  .  gave 
to  me  and  Barnabas  the  right  hands  of 
fellowship,  that  we  should  go  unto  the 
Gentiles,  and  they  unto  the  circumcision 
(Jews)”  (Gal.  2:9).  This  was  the  agree¬ 
ment  made  at  the  first  great  associa¬ 
tion  or  convention  held  nt  Jerusalem. 
Paul  and  Barnabas  were  to  direct  the 
mission  work  among  the  nations,  Peter 
and  John  among  the  Jews. 

After  Peter’s  death  John  succeeded 
him,  and  after  Paul’s  death  Timothy  be¬ 
came  secretary,  or  superintendent  of 
missions,  in  Ephesus,  directing  the  pro¬ 
gram  for  the  state  of  Asia.  After  Timo¬ 
thy’s  death  John  assumed  the  leadership 
in  Asia.  He  was  so  strong  a  defender 
of  the  true  gospel  that  he  waa  banished 
by  the  Imperial  Government  of  Rome 
to  the  island  of  Pitman  (Rev.  1:9).  John 
was  the  secretary,  or  promoter,  of  the 
Christian  mission  program;  he  was  the 
magnetic  leader  and  so  was  exiled. 

VI.  Missionaries. 

The  Co-operative  Program  works 
through  missionaries  to  the  slate  and 
out  to  the  nations.  Ve  have  hundreds 
ha  our  state  fields,  scores  for  the  Home 
Board  amoog  the  Indiana,  Jews,  Mexi¬ 
cans,  and  other  foreigners  in  the  home¬ 
land,  and  hundreds  on  the  foreign  fields 
to  China,  Japan,  Italy,  Palestine,  Bra¬ 
sil.  Chile,  Argentina,  Africa,  etc.  Is 
this  scriptural?  See  Luke  10:  1-2;  Acta 
1:8;  8:1-40;  Matt.  28:19-20;  Especially 
see  Acta  13:3:  “Then,  when  they  (cer¬ 
tain  leaders  in  Antioch,  not  the  whole 
church)  had  fasted  and  prayer  and  laid 
their  hands  on  them,  they  (the  leaders) 
sent  them  away."  But  notice,  these 
leaders  were  led  by  the  Holy  Spirit  who 
said  to  them  (v.  2),  “Separate  me  Bar¬ 
nabaa  and  Saul  for  the  work  whereunto 
1  have  called  them."  la  this  case  the 
prophets  and  teachers  tent  forth  the 
two  apostles,  Barnabaa  and  Paul.

who  hod  four  moo  to  help  him  direct 
Baptist  affairs  in  the  land.  No  person 
under  It  years  of  ape  could  bo  baptized, 
end  then  only  after  being  investigated 
by  the  secret  police  for  e  year.  Bap¬ 
tisms  could  bo  performed  only  inside 
places  used  for  worship.  Many  churches 
hod  no  baptistry.  Once  again  taxes  wore 
imposed  an  churches.  Halls  used  for 
worship  were  also  used  for  political 
mootings.  Baptists  would  Mio  to  got 
places  of  their  own,  but  this  is  very 
difficult.  Preachers  and  singers  in  choirs 
were  taxed.  If  they  paid,  they  wore 
suspected  of  receiving  money  from 
America  or  England,  or  of  belonging 
to  the  bourgeois  class.  If  they  did  not 
pay,  they  forbidden  to  preach  or  sing. 
Preachers  wore  required  to  submit  their 
sermons  to  the  censor.  Spies  attended 
services  ha  most  of  the  churches.  If 
preachers  preached  in  such  a  way  as 
to  induce  people  to  join  church,  this 
woe  called  propaganda.  And  religious 
propaganda  is  net  allowed. 

Orthodox  priests  were  placed  under 
the  same,  restrictions  as  the  Baptist 
pastors.  They  were  not  allowed  to  bap¬ 
tize  persons  under  18  years  of  age  and 
then  only  after  permission  by  the  secret 
police.  Priests  could  accompany  the 
dead  to  the  gates  of  the  cemeteries  and 
had  then  to  leave  the  graveyard.  In 
this  way  they  were  hindered  from  per¬ 
forming  funeral  rites.  Priests  were  also 
taxed. 

It  looked  as  if  the  Soviets  wore  deter¬ 
mined  to  push  the  churches  bock  into 
tho  position  they  occupied  in  1941.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  war,  restrictions  were  relaxed. 
But  tho  churches  expect  more  restric¬ 
tions  then  ever  in  tho  future.  Tho  state 
did  everything  possible  to  prevent  the 
churches  from  gaining  an  influence  over 
young  people.  In  the  cities  it  was  pos¬ 
sible  to  prevent  tho  youth  from  attend¬ 
ing  church  but  in  the  villages  and  in 
the  country  there  never  were  as  many 
young  people  attending  both  Orthodox 
end  Baptist  services.  But  the  believers 
feared  that  the  terrible  "old  times” 
wore  returning.

SOUTHERN 

Founded  1859  at  Greenville,  .  South 
Carolina,  with  four  professors  and  26 
students.  By  1877  the  expanding  West 
led  to  its  more  central  location  in  Louis¬ 
ville,  Kentucky.  The  school  now  has 
property  worth  $5,306,101.70  and  an  en¬ 
rolment  of  1,200  students,  including 
those  in  its  sister  institution,  the  W. 
If.  U.  Training  School. 

Acting  President  of  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Theological  Seminary  is  Dr.  G.  S. 
Dobbins,  graduate  of  Mississippi  Col¬ 
lege  and  Southern  Seminary,  long-time 
professor  of  religious  education  and 
church  administration,  author  and  min¬ 
ister. 

AMERICAN 

Founded  1924  in  Nashville,  Tennessee. 
It  originated  as  a  joint  enterprise  be¬ 
tween  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
and  the  National  Baptist  Convention 
(Negro).  The  school  is  under  the  care 
of  the  Commission  on  the  American 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary  and  is 
jointly  supported  by  the  two  Conven¬ 
tions.  rts  purpose  is  provision  of  a  place 
for  the  seminary  education  of  Negro 
preachers.  Assets  total  $475,772.15. 

President  of*  the  American  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary  is  Dr.  Ralph  W. 
Riley,  graduate  of  Morehouse  College 
and  Gammon  Theological  Seminary, 
former  president  of  the  Sylvia  Bryants 
Institute,  minister,  former  Secretary  of 
the  Benefit  Board  of  the  National  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention.  Representing  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention  in  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  the  institution  is  Dr.  L.  S. 
Sed berry,  Secretary  of  the  Commission 
on  the  American  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary. 

NEW  ORLEANS 

Founded  1919  as  a  prime  mission  force 
in  the  French  area  of  South  Louisiana. 
Its  work  early  became  so  important 
and  its  student  body  and  faculty  so  ef¬ 
ficient  that  it  was  soon  converted  into 
a  full-fledged  seminary,  continuing  for 
years  under  the  name  of  Baptist  Bible 
Institute.  In  1946  the  name  was  changed 
to  New  Orleans  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary.  Property  value  today  stands 
at  $3,559,603  and  enrolment  at  611. 

President  of  the  New  Orleans  Bap¬ 
tist  Theological  Seminary  is  Dr.  Roland 
Q.  Leavell,  graduate  of  the  University 
of  Mississippi  and  Southern  Seminary, 
pastor,  superintendent  of  evangelism  for 
the  Home  Mission  Board,  author  of 
many  books  and  articles. 

SOUTHWESTERN 

Founded  1908  at  Waco,  Texas.  It  was 
moved  to  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  in  1910 
and  became  the  property  of  the 'Southern 
Baptist  Convention  in  1925.  The  school 
was  conceived  by  Dr.  B.  H.  Carroll. 
It  materialized  one  day  when  he  was 
riding  a  train  in  the  Texas  panhandle. 
So  enthralled  was  he  over  his  vision 
that  he  stood  up  and  talked  aloud  about 
his  plans.  Present  enrolment  is  1,687 
and  property  value,  $3,600,000. 

President  of  the  Southwestern  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary  is  Dr.  E.  D.  Head, 
graduate  of  Baylor  University  and  South¬ 
western  Seminary,  former  member  ef 
Baylor  faculty,  pastor,  writer.

Someone  will  immediately  ask,  “What 
did  you  find"?  I  found  professing  Christ¬ 
ians  there.  I  found  church  members 
there.  I  found  them  behind  the  counter 
selling  liquor! 

You  have  a  right  to  ask  what  I  was 
doing  there  and  I  will  gladly  tell  you. 
Recently  we  had  a  great  county-wide 
revival  campaign  in  Little  Rock  which 
was  sponsored  by  the  65  Baptist  Church¬ 
es  of  Pulaski  County.  The  meeting 
place  was  the  Livestock  Coliseum  which 
can  seat  upwards  of  10,000  persons. 
The  preacher  was  Dr.  W.  A.  Criswell, 
Pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Dallas,  Texas. 

During  the  opening  days  of  the  cam¬ 
paign  there  came  a  strong  conviction 
to  my  heart  that  I  should  visit  the 
many  liquor  stores  of  our  city  and 
invite  the  owners  and  sales  people  to 
the  meetings.

You  might  assume  that  those  who 
engage  in  the  liquor  business  are  athe¬ 
ists,  agnostics,  scoffers  and  unbelievers 
who  have  no  use  for  the  church.  Un¬ 
fortunately  it  is  not  so!  - 

We  discovered  that  the  woman  behind 
the  counter  in  the  first  store  visited 
held  membership  in  our  own  church 
although  she  was  not  known  to  us  per¬ 
sonally.  When  faced  with  the  question 
as  to  whether  or  not  she  was  happy 
to  be  in  such  a  business  she  replied 
that  it  was  “just  about  like  working  in 
a  drug  store"  1  I  have  a  feeling  that 
she  will  soon  need  to  seek  another 
business  or  another  church!

Another  visit  colled  forth  the  comment 
from  the  proprietor  that  he  was  an 
Episcopalian  but  was  retiring  and  hod 
just  sold  his  business  to  a  Baptist. 

'  Still  another  brought  us  in  contact 
with  a  woman  who  informed  us  she 
had  her  church,  was  an  Episcopalian 
and  had  no  use  for  us  “narrow,  bigoted, 
fanatical,  hypocritical  Baptists.”  She 
further  informed  us  that  she  was  once 
baptized  in  a  Baptist  Church  in  Little 
Rock,  taught  a  Sunday  school  class  m 
another  Baptist  church  but  would  be 
most  happy  for  us  to  leave  her  store 
immediately.  This  was  the  only  dis¬ 
courteous  note  in  the  whole  round  of 
visits.  Her  conscience  is  really  taking 
her  for  a  ride! 

Another  clerk-  was  the  daughter  of  a 
Lutheran  preacher.  Still  others  were 
Methodists,  Presbyterians,  member  of 
the  Christian  church  and  a  few  Catholics. 

We  were  disturbed  to  note  that  about 
sixty  per  cent  of  the  clerks  were  wo¬ 
men  Few,  if  any  qf  them,  seemed  to 
have  any  sort  of  conviction  about  tbe 
work  in  which  they  are  engaged.  Some 
told  us  they  had  attended  the  revival 
and  enjoyed  it! 

May  the  Lord  have  mercy  on  vsl 
When  professing  Christians  can  stand 
behind  a  counter  soiling  the  devil's 
poison  which  breaks  up  homos  and  sends 
souls  to  hell  and  calmly,  blandly,  com¬ 
placently  Inform  you  that  they  belong 
to  local  churches,  no  wonder  the  fires 
of  revival  flicker  out  and  the  world 
becomes  more  and  more  indifferent  ta 
the  challenge  of  Christ's  gospel. 

Yes,  it  grieves  me  beyond  measure 
to  say  it,  but  I  found  them  in  the  Liquor 
store  and  I  seemed  to  hear  a  voice  say¬ 
ing.  “Lord,  whence  are  these  wounds 
in  thine  hands?"  and  an  answering 
voice  filled  with  sadness  which  replied, 
“These  are  they  with  which  I  was 
wounded  in  the  house  of  my  friends."
